REPORT. 


The  committee  on  internal  improvement,  who  were  by  an  order 
passed  the  House  of  Delegates  the  16th  instant. 

Ordered -to  inquire  of  the  President,  and  if  necessary,  other  offi- 
cers of  the  internal  improvement  companies  of  this  State — 

1.  The  name  of  all  such  individuals  as  have  been  employed,  or 
authorised  to  be  employed  by  the  said  companies,  the  amount  of 
compensation  paid  to,  allowed  or  claimed  by  such  persons  for  ser- 
vices rendered  during  the  past  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State,  together  with  the  services  stipulated  to  be  rendered 
by  such  persons  during  the  past  sessions. 

2.  Whether  any  of  said  companies  have  employed,  or  intend  em- 
ploying, any  individuals  to  attend  the  present  General  Assembly, 
and  if  so,  their  names,  the  services  stipulated  for,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  offered  or  demanded. 

3.  What  amount  of  free  tickets  have  been  authorised  or  issued 
by  the  president,  directors  or  other  officers  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company. 

4.  Whether  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  have 
not  paid  out  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  money  of  other  States 
at  its  par  value,  and  afterwards  refused  to  receive  such  monies  for 
transportation  of  passengers,  produce  or  minerals,  except  at  a  dis- 
count. 

5.  The  names  of  all  such  persons  as  have  been  employed  by 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  and  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company,  as  legal  counsel,  the  services  rendered, 
compensation  charged  by  or  allowed  to  such  counsel. 

6.  The  names  of  the  officers  and  agents  in  the  employment  of 
said  companies,  with  the  annual  salary,  and  other  compensation 
of  said  officers  and  agents,  together  w'ith  a  particular  statement  of 
the  amount  of  extra  pay,  or  additional  compensation,  which  has  at 
any  time  been  paid  or  given,  or  contracted  to  be  paid  or  given,  to 
any  officer  or  agent  of  either  of  said  companies,  and  the  services 
for  which  such  extra  pay  or  additional  compensation  has  been  given 
or  paid,  or  contracted  so  to  be;  and  that  said  directors  report  be- 
fore the  15th  of  February  next.

Sir, — I  received  on  the  20th  yourletter  of  the  19th  inst.,  trans- 
mitting a  copy  of  an  order  passed  by  the  House  of  Delegates  on 
the  16th  inst.,  in  the  following  words — 

"Ordered,  tliat  the  committee  on  internal  improvement  inquire 
of  the  president,  and  if  necesssary,  other  officers  of  said  compa- 
nies of  this  State. 

1.  "The  name  of  all  such  individuals  as  have  been  employed, 
or  authorised  to  be  employed  by  the  said  companies,  the  amount 
of  compensation  paid  to,  allowed  or  claimed  by  such  persons  for 
services  rendered  during  the  past  sessions  of  tlie  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State,  together  with  the  services  stipulated  to  be  ren- 
dered by  such  persons  during  the  past  sessions. 

2.  "Whether  any  of  the  said  companies  have  employed,  or  in- 
tend employing  any  individuals  to  attend  the  present  General  As- 
.sembly,  and  if  so,  their  names,  the  services  stipulated  for,  and  the 
amount  of  compensation  offered  or  demanded. 

3.  "What  amount  of  free  tickets  have  been  authorised  or  issued 
by  the  president,  directors  or  other  officers  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company. 

4.  "Whether  the  lialtimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  have 
not  paid  out  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  money  of  other  States 
at  its  par  value,  and  afterwards  refused  to  receive  such  monies  for 
transportation  of  passengers,  produce  or  minerals,  except  at  a  dis- 
count. 

5.  "The  names  of  all  such  persons  as  have  been  employed  by 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  and  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  as  legal  counsel,  the  services  rendered, 
and  compensation  charged  by  or  allowed  to  such  counsel. 

6.  "The  names  of  the  officers  and  agents  in  the  employment  of 
said  companies,  with  the  annual  salary,  and  other  compensation 
of  said  officers  and  agents,  together  with  a  particular  statement 
of  the  amount  of  extra  pay,  or  additional  compensation,  which  has 
at  any  time  been  paid  or  given,  or  contracted  to  be  paid  or  given, 
to  any  officer  or  agent  of  either  of  said  companies,  and  the  ser- 
vices for  which  such  extra  pay  or  additional  compensation  has  been 
given  or  paid,  or  contracted  so  to  be,  and  that  the  said  officers  re- 
port before  the  loth  of  February  next." 

So  far  as  this  order  relates  to  this  company,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing answers — 

1st.  Presuming  that  this  question  does  not  apply  to  such  at- 
tention, as  in  the  accustomed  line  of  their  duty  may  have  been 
given  by  the  president  and  directors,  to  the  affairs  of  the  company 
before  the  Legislature,  without  special  compensation,  I  have  to 
state,  that  the  accompanying  official  statement  from  the  secretary 


of  the  company,  marked  A,  and  the  documents  thereto  annexed, 
marked  1,  2  and  3,  contain,  all  the  names  of  all  such  individuals, 
so  for  as  they  can  be  ascertained  from  the  records  of  the  company, 
as  have  been  employed  or  authorised  to  be  employed,  or  claiming 
to  be  employed  by  this  company,  and  also  the  amount  of  compen- 
sation paid  to,  allowed  or  claimed  by  such  persons  for  services  ren- 
dered during  the  past  sessions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Slate,  together  with  the  services  stipulated  to  be 
rendered  by  such  j)ersons  during  the  said  sessions. 

In  regard  to  the  claims  preferred  by  Mr.  Joseph  I.  Merrick,  I 
have  to  observe,  that  a  majority  of  the  present  board  of  directors, 
not  being  satisfierl  from  the  records  of  the  company  of  their  au- 
thority to  recognise  it,  the  claim  was  disallowed;  and  a  suit  after- 
wards instituted  by  Mr.  Merrick  to  recover  the  amount,  has  been 
subsequently  stricken  from  the  record. 

I  have  to  add,  that  in  a  single  instance  only  since  the  year  1837, 
upon  an  occasion  when  it  was  supposed  that  it  might  become  ne- 
cessary to  present  to  the  Legislature  some  explanation  of  the  legal 
rights  of  the  company,  John  Nelson,  Esq.  of  this  city,  was  request- 
ed to  attend  at  Annapolis  as  counsel,  and  to  act  in  that  emergen- 
cy, should  it  arise;  and  for  his  attendance  on  that  occasion,  he  de- 
manded and  Avas  paid  the  sura  of  $200. 

2nd.  To  the  second  question  I  have  to  state,  that  this  company 
has  not  employed,  and  as  far  as  I  have  any  knowledge,  does  not 
intend  to  employ  any  individual  or  individuals  to  attend  the  present 
session  of  the  General  Assembly;  but  this  answer  is  not  to  be  un- 
derstood as  applying  to  the  president  or  any  director  of  the  com- 
pany, who  may,  if  occasion  should  require  it,  attend  at  Annapolis 
without  compensation,  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  affairs  of 
the  company  committed  to  their  management. 

3rd.  The  documents  hereto  annexed  marked  B,  contains  a  full 
answer  to  this  question. 

4th.  In  reply  to  this  part  of  the  order  I  have  to  state,  that  pre- 
vious to  the  18th  of  May  last,  this  company  did  not  receive  any 
money  of  other  States  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  pro- 
duce, or  minerals,  which  was  at  a  depreciation,  and  not  bankable 
in  Baltimore,  without  being  allowed  the  current  discount.  On  the 
18th  of  May,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  travellers  and  consignees 
of  merchandize,  as  far  as  the  interests  of  the  company  would  pos- 
sibly allow,  the  several  agents  were  directed  to  receive  at  par,  the 
notes  of  :;11  banks  paying  specie  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  J\^eto 
York  and  Philadelphia,  and  of  all  the  banks  in  Maryland,  excepting 
the  bank  ?.t  Salisbwy^  and  also  to  receive  at  par  the  notes  of  all 
other  speciejpaying  banks,  which  should  not  be  at  a  greaterdiscount 
in  Baltimore  than  2^  or  3  per  cent. 

Anterior  to,  and  since  the  18th  May,  all  money  not  taken  at 
par  under  the  order  of  that  date,  was  received  by  the  several  re- 
ceiving agents  at  the  current  rate  of  discount,  by  the  same  agent 
it  was  immediately  exchanged  for  par  paper,  and  his  deposit  and 
payment  over  to  the  company  made  daily  in  bayikable  money. 


During  the  same  period,  tlie  contractors  on  the  line  of  the  road 
engaged  in  the  work  of  construction,  liaving  agreed,  in  conside- 
ration of  being  pennilled  to  proceed  with  llieir  work,  to  receive 
part  of  their  nionlhly  estimates  in  paper  of  ]'irgiina  13anks,  the 
company,  to  relieve  the  city  authorities,  consented  to  receive  from 
them  in  similar  paper,  the  like  amount  in  the  payment  of  the 
monthly  instaliiienis  of  the  city's  subscription;  and  so  receiving 
it  at  par,  they  paid  it  to  the  contractors  at  the  same  rate.  These 
arrangements  with  the  contractors  and  city  authorities,  however, 
were  confined  to  their  special  transactions,  and  with  a  full  know- 
ledge of  tiie  company's  uniform  regulations,  by  which  no  uncurrent 
money  could  be  received  for  transportation  of  passengers,  produce 
or  minerals, 

1  will  add,  that  although  by  conforming  to  what  is  of  daily  oc- 
curence in  almost  every  line  of  business,  and  paying  at  par  to  those 
willing  to  receive  it,  paper  which  may  have  been  received  from 
others  at  a  iliscount,  this  company  not  only  might  have  relieved 
their  customers  from  considerable  inconvenience,  but  have  also 
augmented  its  revenue;  it  is  believed  no  instance  of  the  kind  hai 
ever  occurred,  the  company  uniformly  preferring  to  conduct  its  ope- 
rations upon  the  basis  of  the  par  value  of  all  paper  money,  nei- 
ther receiving  nor  paying  below  that  standard;  and  in  the  whole 
series  of  this  company's  multifarious  transactions,  I  have^  no  know- 
ledge, and  do  nor  believe  in  the  existence  of  the  slightest  pretence 
for  the  insinuation  in  this  inquiry. 

5th.  The  annexed  statement  marked  C,  compiled  by  the  sec- 
retary from  the  records  of  the  company,  comprises  the  answer  to 
the  llftli  question. 

6th.  In  answer  to  this  enquiry,  I  herewitli  transmit  an  official 
statement  prepared  by  the  secretary,  marked  D,  which  contains 
the  names  of  the  officers  and  agents  in  the  employment  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  and  also  shews  the  annual 
salary  or  other  compensation  of  the  said  officers  and  agents. 

I  iiave  deemed  it  jiroper  also,  to  annex  the  resolution  and  pro- 
ceedings of  liie  board  on  the  27th  of  December  1S3G,  fixing  the 
salary  of  the  president,  marked  E.  It  was  subsequent  to  tlie  date 
of  these  proceedings,  that  the  wishes  of  the  company  were  for 
the  first  time  made  known  to  me,  and  that  I  was  invited  to  remove 
from  the  city  of  New  York,  where  I  was  engaged  in  a  more  lucra- 
tive employment,  and  become  the  president  of  this  company.  The 
terms  of  the  resolution  necessarily  formed  a  material  element  in 
my  decision,  and,  together  with  important  public  considerations 
connected  with  the  subject,  induced  my  acceptance  on  the  28th 
of  January  following. 

A  copy  of  the  letter  of  acceptance  is  herewith  submitted,  and 
with  other  information  applicable  to  the  present  order,  forms  part 
of  an  answer  from  this  company,  dated  the  31st  of  January  1840, 
to  an  order  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  passed  the  20th  of  the  same 
month. 


I  take  occasion  also  to  comprehend  in  this  answer,  (and  to  in- 
vite the  paiticular  attention  of  the  commi'tee,  and  of  the  Legisla- 
ture thereto,)  the  report  of  a  select  committee,  and  of  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  on  the 
subject  of  retrenchment  in  May  last.      (A  printed  pamphlet.) 

These  reports  fully,  and  in  minuter  detail  than  can  be  presented 
otherwise,  exhibit  the  order  and  economy  which  since  1837,  have 
been  gradually  introduced  into  every  branch  of  the  company's  ser- 
vice. Without  a  careful  examination  of  the  facts  contained  in  these 
reports,  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  Legislature  entirely  to  com- 
prehend the  subject,  or  justly  appreciate  the  labors  and  manage- 
ment of  such  a  company. 

Leaving  these  reports  to  the  attention  which  the  committee  and 
Legislature  will  doubtless  bestow  upon  them,  it  may  be  sufficient 
in  this  place  to  state,  that  the  result  shews,  by  undeniable  facts  and 
analogies,  as  the  committee  state,  '■Hhat  at  this  time  the  operations 
of  the  company  are  conducted  on  so  low  a  scale  af  expenditure, 
that  it  may  be  advantageously  compared  with  that  of  any  work  of 
a  similar  character  in  the  world.^^ 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  other  "extra  pay  or  additional  com- 
pensation, which  has  at  any  time  been  given  to  any  officer  or  agent 
of  this  company,"  than  that  to  Caspar  W.  Wever,  in  the  year 
1836,  as  contained  in  the  secretary's  statement,  unless  the  order 
may  be  supposed  to  relate  to  the  commission  agreed  to  be  allowed 
to  the  president  of  the  company  for  his  agency  abroad  in  1839, 
for  disposing  of  the  sterling  bonds  of  the  State,  delivered  to  the 
board  in  payment  of  the  State's  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company. 

In  case  this  should  be  the  design  of  the  inquiry,  I  have  caused 
extracts  to  be  made  from  the  report  of  the  committee  of  finance, 
proposing  the  allowance,  and  from  the  minutes  of  the  board,  by 
which  it  was  confirmed,  and  hereto  annexed  marked  F ;  and  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  I  deem  it  proper  to  state,  that  the  same  facts 
have  heretofore  been  officially  communicated  in  a  letter  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  internal  improvements  of  the  House 
of  Delegates,  on  the  31st  of  January  1840,  in  answer  to  an  order 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  20th  of  the  same  month. 

In  this  letter,  and  the  papers  accompanying  it,  it  has  been  my 
aim  fully  to  reply  to  the  entire  scope  of  the  inquiries  comprehen- 
ded in  the  order,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  found  that  I  have  done 
so;  if,  however,  the  committee  should  be  of  a  different  opinion, 
it  will  affiard  me  pleasure  to  give  them  access  to  the  whole  ar- 
chives of  the  company  in  such  form  as  they  may  prefer.

APPENDIX. 


{Copy  of  Mr.  McLane'^s  letter^  accepting  the  office  of  President.) 

New  York,  January  28^/t,  1837. 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  already  had  the  pleasure,  in  our  interviews  in  this  city, 
to  express  my  acknowledgments  of  the  kind  and  handsome  man- 
ner, in  which  the  directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
Company  have  elected  me  to  the  office  of  President;  and  I  beg 
leave,  on  this  occasion,  to  convey  them  to  your  colleagues  in  the 
board. 

Regarding  the  enterprise,  with  which  the  directors  have  been 
pleased  to  connect  me,  as  one  of  the  most  important  of  our 
national  works,  deeply  interesting  to  the  States  with  which  it  is 
immediately  connected,  and,  especially,  essential  to  the  prosperity 
of  Maryland  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  I  should  feel  a  pride  in 
being  associated  with  its  future  progress  and  completion. 

Any  steps  for  this  purpose,  however,  would  have  to  be  recon- 
ciled, in  point  of  time,  to  the  interests  which  might  be  affected 
by  separating  from  my  present  connexions;  and  it  was,  moreover, 
necessary,  that  I  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  grounds 
justifying  a  reasonable  prospect  of  my  being  able  to  realise  the 
expectations  of  the  directors,  and  of  the  practicability  of  com- 
pleting, by  our  joint  exertions,  the  great  work  they  have  in  hand. 

The  explanation  of  the  committee  upon  the  first  point  being 
satisfactory,  the  last,  and  to  the  board  and  myself  the  most 
important,  remained  for  consideration. 

In  my  reflections  upon  this  subject,  it  was  impossible  I  should 
be  unmindful  of  the  over-estimate  which  the  board  have  been 
pleased  to  make  of  my  ability  to  serve  them;  and,  if  I  supposed 
that  more  could  be  expected  of  me  than  diligently  and  faithfully 
to  second  the  efforts  of  the  directors  and  others,  to  make  available 
and  apply  the  various  resources  upon  which  the  success  of  the 
■work  must  ultimately  depend,  that,  of  itself,  would  have  deterred 
me  from  the  task.  I  am  led  to  consider,  however,  that  the 
expectations  of  the  board  will  be  satisfied  by  a  faithful  employ- 
ment of  my  best  faculties  in  the  service  of  the  company;  and

Baltimore,  Qith  January,  1836. 

Dear  Sir, — For  a  retaining  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid 
me,  I  will  take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  your  company  touching 
the  procurement  of  a  subscription  to  its  capital  stock  by  the  State 
to  the  amount  of  three  millions  of  dollars;  the  further  sura  of  nine 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  to  me,  in  the  event  of  a 
subscription  being  obtained  to  the  amount  of  three  millions  of  dol- 
lars, or  in  proportion  for  any  less  sum  the  State  may  agree  to  sub- 
scribe, and  which  the  company  may  accept,  with  the  understand- 
ing also,  that  said  compensation  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  the 
services  of  such  persons  as  I  may  call  to  my  assistance  in  the 
aforesaid  business.

Sir, — 111  Ihc  winter  of  1835-'G,  I  was  employed  by  J.  W. 
McCulloli,  Esquire,  ucling  in  behalf  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Ro:ul  C'ompauy,  to  solicit  from  the  Legislature  of  Maryland 
a  subsciiption  to  the  capital  stock  of  that  company  to  tiie  amount 
of  three  millions  of  dollars. 

The  compensation  offered  and  agreed  to,  was  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars; altogether  contingent  or  dependent  upon  the  fact  of  such 
a  subscriptitin  being  made. 

The  law  desired  was  passed  in  May  1836,  containing  many 
other  provisions  very  valuable  to  your  company,  which  promptly 
by  its  public  corporate  act,  accepted  it.  In  tiie  autumn  of  that 
year  your  company  demanded  at  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  the 
act  of  subscription,  which  in  obedience  to  the  law  he  accordingly 
perform  etl. 

On  that  day  my  r'-ght  to  the  stipulated  reward  was  perfect,  and 
every  day's  delay  since  has  been  in  prejudice  of  that  right,  pro- 
ductive of  much  injury  to  me,  and  as  1  think  wholly  indefensible. 
I  cannot  blame  you,  sir,  for  you  knew  not  of  it,  nor  do  I  wish 
to  censure  any  one;  but  simply  and  plainly  to  state  my  right,  and 
ask  that  it  now  at  least  be  conceded  to  me,  with  interest  during 
the  term  of  delay. 

If  any  part  of  my  statement  be  new  to  the  present  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, I  ask  leave  to  refer  to  J.  W.  McCulloh,  Esquire,  who  will 
verify  all  the  facts,  and  with  whom  I  have  left  a  paper  made  and 
delivered  by  him  to  me  at  the  time,  as  a  memorandum  of  the  con- 
tract. 

I  ask  leave  further  to  refer  to  Philip  C  Thomas,  Esquire,  (at 
that  time  President  of  the  Company  and  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee which  contracted  first  with  Mr.  McCulloh,)  who  knew  of 
my  employment  and  of  the  terms  on  which  I  was  engaged. 

My  efforts  were  laborious,  various  and  long  continued.  My 
expenses  onerous — my  sacrifices  heavy.  I  trust  I  am  not  to  be 
doomed  to  much  longer  delay.  I  have  waited  patiently,  expect- 
ing of  the  justice  and  liberality  of  the  company  iny  promised  and 
hard  earned  remuneration.  I  am  sorry  now  to  find  it  necessary 
to  claim  it.

'Ihc  commit- 
tee have  agreed  that  the  lowest  amount  offered  him  should  be 
$8,000  certain,  for  his  expenses  and  journey,  and  that  in  case  he 
shall  succeed  in  disposing  of  the  bonds,  he  shall  be  paid  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  $8,000,  making  in  the  whole  about  one-half  of  one 
per  centum  on  their  estimated  value,  and  this  to  be  clear  to  hirn 
of  any  commissions  he  may  have  to  allow  to  foreign  bankers  or 
ageots,  in  carrying  out  the  negotiation;  and  they  have  further 
agreed,  that  no  diminution  of  his  salaiy  as  j)resident  sliallbe  made 
during  his  absence.  These  terms,  taking  into  consideration  that 
Mr.  .McLane,  frou)  his  peculiar  situation,  and  which  forms  one 
prominent  qualification  lor  his  task,  will  he  subject  to  heavy  and 
unavoidable  expenses,  are  considered  moderate,  and  are  below 
what  has  been  received  by  other  gentlemen,  charged  with  similar 
objects  of  far  less  amount ;  and  as  this  is  an  extra  service  fiom 
which  he  may  possible  derive  no  pecuniary  benefit  wliatevcr,  the 
committee  have  thought  it  but  just  that  his  h\m\  for  family  ex- 
penses, wiiich  will  be  the  same,  whether  at  home  or  abroad,  sijouUl 
remain  undiminished."
